Meat Inspection Law Will 


be a Dead Letter No 


Longer 


MAY NOT BE 
CONSTITUTIONAL 


So Butchers in Vermont and New York

The board of health voted last night 


to enforce strictty the law requiring 
all animals slaughtered for food to be 
inspected and stamped. The stamp to 
ba used in branding1 the caruasees has 
arrived, and the enforcement of the 
law will fall on Meat Inspector Tower 


Tho law is likely to make trouble es- 


pecially in view of the fact that th's 
city is so near two other states. There 
is some doubt about the constitution- 
ality of the law, inasmuch as this state 
cannot make law for other states. "We 
receive much meat from Ney York 
and Vermont, and there is a question 
as to whether the farmers of those 
states can b^ prevented from selling 
meat here 'without having the car- 
casses inspected. 


The meat from the western packing 


houses is exempted, but the law makes 
no provision about the meat slaughter 
ed on farms throughout the country, 
whether it comes from this state c 
another.

Washington, Aug. 30.—Ever since H 


became known that Admiral Sampson 
would be a witness in the court of in- 
quiry and that ho had probably en 
gaged an attorney to represent him, the 
Schley partisans have laid great stress 
upon the latter fact as indicative of 
a weak case, or something worse. 


One of the Schley newspapers, in 


speaking of the powers of the court «if 
inquiry, says that "it may go to the 
length" of permitting persons in sec- 
ondary interest tbe privilege of employ- 
ing counsel before the court 
This 


plainly alludes to Sampson. 
Buttlrc 


phrase "to go to the length" finds no 
warrant in the traditions of courts of 
inquiry. 
Unlike a courtmartial, the 


judge advocate in the forthcoming trial 
will not be a prosecuting attorney, but 
merely an aid to the court in bringing 
out the legal bearings of the case, sup- 
posedly quite 'as much oil one side as 
on the other. 


For the accused to be represented by 


counsel is rather unusual, and is as sig- 
nificant 89 for one of the witnesses, 
whose relation to tbe case is as close as 
Admiral Sampson's, to do the sarav 
thing. 
Tbe court not only has full 


power to admit or to exclude any at- 
torneys that may present themselves, 
but the precept itself explicitly sug- 
gests considerable 
latitude when it 


said: 
"The court may any time grant 


to others Interested and entitled there- 
to like privilege." 
These privileges 


refer to the right to be present, either 
in person or by counsel, to cross-ex- 
amine witnesses and to have access to 
tlie departmental office. 


While it is a somewhat delicate sub 


Ject to speak of, the fact is not dis- 
guised in naval circles that Admiral 
Sampson has for many months "not 
been the man he used to bo,'' mentally 
or physically. 
His memory has be- 


come very treacherous. 
It is thought 


that this condition began to appear 
shortly after the Santiago campaign 
and has doubtless been aggravated by 
the criticisms of the last three years.

BURSTING OF STBAM PIPES 


Caused About Thirty Persons to Be- 


come Seriously Scalded—Englueei 
uuU Man Riding With Him vVeie 
Killed and Qtuera May Succumb 


Newark, N. J., Aug. SO.—The accom- 


modation train leaving Sodus Point over 
the Northern 
Central railroad, and 


which arrives in this village at G o'clock, 
was last night derailed at the station 
at Fairvllle, about 10 miles uorth ot 
here. 
Engineer William Meager was 


killed, Howard Tubbs, who was on the 
engine, died after being rescued from 
the wreck, and 28 persons were badly 
injured, two of whom will probably die. 


The train was made up at Sodus Poml 


and consisted of four coaches, a bag 
gage car aud engine, with 
William 


Meagher at tbe throttle. The train was 
running at nearly 40 miles an hour. 
Approaching the station at Fairvilie 
there is a curve and gravel pit. 
Foi 


some unknown 
reason 
the engine 


jumped the track while passing tbt, 
gravel pit. 
The force of the impact 


turned the engine completely around, 
throwing the five cars on their sides, 


The tram load of about 150 passen- 


gers was thrown into the ditch, and it is 
a wonder that the number of fatalities 
was not greater. 
The engine and all 


the cars were badly broken up, and ths 
Bteampipes running under the cars were 
broken in several places. 
This ac- 


counts for the large number of people 
scalded. 


Help was quickly summoned from the 


neighboring houses and all the assist- 
tonce possible was rendered. 
"Word was 


sent to Sodus and Newark for phy- 
sicians, and a special containing five 
doctors feft Newark at 6:45 o'clock 
Upon its arrival the Newark passengers 
were pla<^d aboard and hastened to 
Newark. 


The cause of the wreck is not known 


exactly, but it is thought the rails 
spread. 
Theve have been heavy rains 


recently and probably in this way the 
tracks were loosened.

Banner on the "prevention of malaria." 
Such an article must be of interest to 
Berkshire, particularly a* the time of 
street railway building, and we quote 
fro mthe article. 


Experiments and observations which 


have been made in specially malarious 
countries during the pas* flv eyears or 
more have given abundant opportunity 
for studying the most practical means 
for preventing the disease. 
Already 


several cities and towns in Italy have 
succeeded In nearly ridding themselves 
of this pest, by the application of in- 
telligent methods of prevention. These 
condition appear to be necessary for 
the introduction of malarial fever into 
any new district, from which it has 
hitherto been absent. 


Observation in Massachusetts has 


shown that the occurrance of malarial 
fever In any town has usually been 
preceded by the introduction of Ital- 
ian laborers among whom there are 
usually a greater or less number of the 
victims of malaria

FAST TIME PROMISED. 


tlevated Road to RUB Trains Two 


Hundred 2file> «n Hour. 


A new elevated road for New York, 


from Harlem to University place, over 
which trains are to be run at a speed 
of 200 iniles an hour is>* promised by 
Osborne Coagleton, president of the 
'American Elevated railroad. Mr. Con- 
gleton said to a New York World re- 
iporter: 


"We shall run our trains at the rate 


of 200 miles an hour. Our system em- 
Bodies all that is perfect in railroad 
•travel. We shall construct electric ele- 
vated roads with a double central rail 
track and an additional inverted rail 
nnder each end of the ties which will 
Berve as conductors and also to balance 
and bind the cars upon the track. 


"At a meeting we acted favorably 


upon the charter of the Metropolitan 
Transit company, inscribed upon the 
New York statute books as chapter 833 
of the laws of 1872. This charter pro- 
vides for the building of an elevated 
railroad through Church street to Ca- 
nal street and thence by purchase of 
the right of way for a three track road 
through the blocks on the west side of 
the city to the Harlem river, with the 
right to construct two bridges over said 
river; also for an underground road for 
passenger and freight service from Ca- 
nal street nnder the elevated structure 
to connect with the New York Central 
railroad at Sixtieth street. The court 
of appeals confirmed the right to con- 
struct"

New Varieties to Be Planted In West- 


ern Teia». 


Professor Mark Alfred Cttrleton, ce- 


real expert of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, was here on bis 
way to points In the semiarid region of 
west Texas, where be goes to arrange 
for a series of experiments in the grow- 
ing of hard, or macaroni, wheat, says 
an Anstjn dispatch to the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

"I was to Khartum with Gordon. 1 


did not regularly belong to the general's 
forces, but I had volunteered as one ot 
his nlds-de-canip. Well, we were shut 
up la that death trap city of Khartum, 
surrounded upon every side by the forces 
of the mabdi, myriads of fanatical Su- 
danese Arabs following that high priost 
of bloodshed.

well under way for America, where a 
five weeks' visit to Canada brings the 
actual tour to an end before sailing for 
Europe on the return voyage on Oct. 
21. 


Tbe Ophlr will only cast anchor twle.> 


before she rides into Quebec harbor on 
Sept 16— that is, at the iBlapd of As- 
tension and off Cape St. Vincent. From 
the programme of festivities la con- 
templation Canada's sons and daugh 
ters will not be one whit behind their 
colonial brethren in the antipodes nucl 
other British dependencies which have 
been visited in this memorable tour In 
the enthusiastic and splendid charac- 
ter of the welcome they will accord to 
their royal guests. 


The Ophlr will be met In tie gulf if 


Bt. Lawrence by the British North 
American fleet under the command of 
Vice Admiral Sir Frederick Bedford. 
The fleet will act with the warships 
Juno and St. George, which have ac- 
companied the royal yacht as consorts 
during the whole trip, as the naval 
sscort to the port of Quebec, where 
the duke and duchess and suit will 
be landed. The yacht and her consorts, 
leaving them there, will proceed to 
Halifax and await the arrival of the 
party at that port. 


The landing of the party will be 


timed, whatever day It happens, to 
take place at noon, so that the official 
programme cnu be gone through with 
as arranged. The duke and duchess 
will be officially received by the gov- 
ernor general, the members of the fed- 
eral and provincial governments and 
the civic authorities of Quebec. After 
the presentation of an address of wel- 
come and the freedom of the city on 
the landing steps the cortege w'll pro- 
ceed to the citadel, where their high- 
nesses will be the guests of the gov- 
ernor general. As court monruiug ;V1< 
the late Queen Victoria will not have 
expired, there will be no balls" or pub- 
lic banquets, but official dinners, con- 
certs, receptions, games, etc., will be 
held, and this rule applies to the whole 
itinerary, which is as follows:

rive at St. John, N. B., Tuesday, Oct 
15; leave Halifax for England on Mon- 
day, Oct 21.

The old time attitude toward the 


inosquito was related to the axiom that 
whatever is is right, though the ob 
sewer may net understand why. The 
mosquito, being part of creation, was 
supposed to be of some use, or, any- 
how, 
to be t. necessary evil. The new 


attitude is that the mosquito is neither 
useful nor necessary and tliat energetic 
folks who will take the requisite trou- 
ble can do away with her. Science de 
termined very recently that she is dan- 
gerous nnd worth fighting. This year, 
for more than ever before, she has 
been fought, nnd with so considerable 
a measure of success as to encourage 
like efforts in furore on a still largei 
scale. Apparently there would be P<! 
tuosquitoeK if there were no stagnant 
water, saya E. 8. Martin in Harper's 
Weekly. The mosquito wars, aa waged, 
for example, in New Jersey and on 
Long Island, begin by draining nnd go 
on to applications of kerosene to wet 
spots that cannot be drained. The 
kerosene is not expected to kill able- 
bodied mosquitoes to which licenses 
have already been issued,,but It does 
kill their larvae. The trait in the mos- 
quito which makes successful war 
against her possible is that she Is a 
home body an<J ordinarily stays near 
her birthplace, not traveling far unless 
she can catch a ride. She travels by 
rail a good deal, and the circumstance 
thut in Xexv Jersey there is an inces- 
sant movement of trains from the coast 
to all parts of the state Is consiOere-i to 
contribute in a very Important degree 
to the distinguished reputation of that 
state as a mosquito district 
But, 


trains or no trains, you can beat the 
mosquito if you can do away with 
stagnant water. If the great public 
once gets the idea that mosquitoes 
have o cause which is often prevent- 
able, it will make a difference, and 
when the mosquitoes anywhere get too 
troublesome there will be a search for 
their breeding places and Intelligent 
consideration of what may be done, 
with drains and petroleum, to abate 
them. 


One summer a man who had an aqua- 


rium in his house let the water in the 
glass tank ran very low and He stag- 
nant. He forgot all about that water 
for nearly a fortnight when one morn- 
Ing he found an exceedingly large and 
active family of mosquitoes on hia 
premises. Then be left town, but first 
he emptied the tank. His instructive 
experience may be shared by any 
householder vrbo will take the trouble 
to put a Uttlo vriter In a pall and leave 
It undisturln 1 !u a warm, sheltered 
place for al'Jv ' a days.

REWARD FOR GOOD INDIANS 


Honey For Tboie Loyal During Out- 


break of 1808. 


Flans are being made to secure for 


members of the Slsseton and Wahpetoa 
bands of Sioux who were loyal to the 
whites during the great Indian out- 
break of 1S62 a substantial reward for 
their fidelity and good conduct, snys 
the St. Paul Pioneer Press. Last win- 
ter congress directed that the United 
States court of claims, at Washington, 
sbonld ascertain what members of 
these bands were loyal during the out- 
break and pay to them the amount of 
their suspended annuities since Febru- 
ary, 1868. Inquiry into the matter la 
now in progress. 


In February, 1863, congress confis- 


cated the annuities of all the Sioux In- 
dians In Minnesota and Dakota, loyal 
and disloyal alike. The annuities of 
the Slsseton* and Wahpetons—com- 
monly culled the tipper Indians— 
amounted to 168,000, payable annually. 
In 88 years these annual payments 
would aggregate $2,584,000. It i& now 
proposed to pay this mim to the loyal 
Bissetons and Wahpetons pro rata aft- 
er deducting certain appropriations 
and payments which have been made 
since the act of confiscation was gass- 
ed. The investigation is to determine 
the Identity of the proper beneficiaries. 
The court of claims will fix the sum to 
be distributed.

But he. . ise detective that he is, 
is on the trail and some fine day he 
•will land the man he wants and then 
the great mystery will be solved. 


Sheriff Corey is a great player to the 


gallisry. 
Some enterprising manager 


of a "ten-twen-thirt" should engage 
him as an advance agent. A man who 
can work the Boston Post for a column 
On Corey's old chestnut as Corey did 
yesterday would be worth a mint. 


If Sheriff Corey is really in earnest, 


why has he not accepted this paper's 
invitation to pome to North Adams 
and see Mr. guinn for himself? He 
will find Quinn going about his work 
every day in the same quiet way as 
thousands of otner workers in this 
busy city. 


But we suspect ihat a meeting with 


Quinn is what Sheriff Corey is most 
afraid of. That would put an end 
to his capital for sensational personal 
advertising 
and 
exploitation. 
He 


would have to act then or keep quiet. 


Here is the story as Charlie Corey, 


the great detective, told it to the Post 
yesterday: 


Deputy Sheriff "Charlie" Corey of 


Taunton, who is battling with Private 
Detective Hazen in an effort to secure 
the arrest of "Dirty Dick" Quinn, to 
see what he really knows of the Fos- 
burgh case, was in Boson yesterday,

John 
Freeman, the 
colored man 


whose hearing in Great Barrington on 
the chaige of killing George Darling 
on Sunday morning. May 26, was re- 
ported in yesterday's Transcript was 
late yesterday afternoon, held for the 
Berkshire grand jury on the charge of 
manslaughter. 
He was placed under 


bonds of $31/00 and taken to Pitts- 
field jail in default of that amount. 


During the afternoon the common- 


wealth caKed George S. Johnson, who 
testified that Freeman had told him 
that he had quarreled with Darling 
and had knocked him down and ta- 
en a revolver from him. Fred Johnson 
testified that the defendant had stat- 
ed to him that Darling had drawn 
a revolver and he had fixed him so he 
would not draw another one right 
away. Mich-ael Dailey, the section 
foreman at 
Sheffield, 
testified 
that 


Freeman had passed his place 
the 


morning of the affair and had told 
him that he had knocked Darling down 
and had left him lying in the ditch 
beside the track. 


The defense called Dr. C. S. Chapin, 


who testified as a medical expert_ Dr. 
Chapin stated that when death was 
instantaneous and a portion of the 
body entirely obliterated, there would 
be little, if any, hemorrhage. Medi- 
cal Examiner W. P. Small was also 
called by the defense. He viewed the 
remains about 9 o'clock, and slated 
that life had then been extinct about 
two hours and the body was still 
warm. 
He testified that death was 


instantaneous and that there were sel- 
dom hemorrhages in such cases. 


In summing up I/awyer 
Giddings

the witnesses for the Commonwealth,. 
Marcus Freeman and Samuel
